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Some Notable Characters in the Allen County Infirmary 


Colored Woman, 93 Years Old, Who Spent Almost Half Her Life as a Slave in the South, Ending Her Days at the Institution—William Warf, Aged 73 Years, Was Left an Infant on the Doorsteps 


of the Allen County. Almshouse and Has Never Known Any Other Home—Mary Etta Clark, Aged 73 Years, Has Spent Sixty Years in the Institution—Interesting Facts About Some Inmates.

One of the most interesting of the in- 


mates of the Allen county infirmary is 
a colored woman, Mrs. Rowanna Thomp- 
son, for many years before and during 
the war of the rebellion a slav« in the 
south, uud who, if she is correct in giv- 
ing the date of her birth, is now past 93 
years of age, although to look at her 
and converse with her one would think 
that, she was at least ten years younger. 


, Sirs. Thompson says she was born on 
December 15, 1818. 
She was born in 


slavery, on a plantation which was seven 
miles from Oxford, N, C. Her master— 
she calls him -"Massa Jfcck"—was Dr. 
John Moore, "a good" master," she say_s, 
"but awfully wicked." He was a phy- 
sician with a large practice during th"e 
years he was actively engaged in it, hav- 
ing, as would appear from her story, 
given it up in his later years to devote 
his time -to-.the management of his large 
plantations. 


"He had 
three 
plantations," 
Mrs. 


Thompson said, "and owned 960 slaves 
at one time. Two of his largest planta- 
tions^ auric to -him by marriage. 
His 


first wife died .young. 
After that he 


married 
, twice, , both

widows.

was 
a 
very 
wealthy 
widow 


Massa' Jack doctored her husband, be 
fore he died. It yas only 'a short time 
after that she and Massa Jack were 
married. There was great doings among 
us colored folks when he brought hii 
new wife to our plantation." 


Talks of Slave Days. 


JMrs; Thompson talks interestingly 'o 
slave days in the south. To her mini 
the" worst feature about it was the sep 
aratibn of slave families when the sal 
of the negroes to other owners too' 
place. Her lot did not seem to be a liar 
one while in slavery. As a girl she.wa 
handsome, a quadroon. 
She retain 


much of her good looks yet. 
Her per 


sonal appearance ajid her btfghtness won 
her the easiest of slave work, the posi- 
tions of waitress and maid. 


-She speaks of-her "slave husband." 


By him she' had children, but where 
they are, dead or alive, she does not 
know. 
Her slave husband died before 


the war of the rebellion. 
She stayed 


with her "Massa' Jack" until her free- 
dom came with the close otxthe war, and, 
with her sisters, she went to Cincinnati 
and afterward to Columbus, where she 
was a cook.- for a time in the famed 


hee infirmary, Her best friend. "I love 
er most of all," she pays. 
At the infirmary among all the in- 


1 employes and with the su- 


orintendent and his wife Mrs. Thomp- 
on is called "Grandma."

On Doorstep as Babe. 


Early one April morning long ago, the 


records at the infirmary show that it 
vns April 4, 1840, the attendant on duty 
it the, time opened the front door of the 
nfirmary home and found sitting on the 
doorstep a basket covered over with a 
worn shawl. Lifting the shawl ha was 
surprised to see sleeping in the basket 
an infant. With tender hands he lifted 
:he babe out and carried it in the house. 
That babe is at the infirmary yet, a man 
now'over 71 years of age. 


They call him William Warf. It was 


'Willie 'Waif" in his infancy, the re- 
porter was told, that he was 
called. 


Somehow and some why his name was 
changed • by one1 of the superintendents. 
It has never been learned who his par- 
ents were and it has never been learned 
who left him on the doorstep of the 
home. It, in all probability, never will 
he known. In respect to residence he 
is the oldest inmate at the infirmary 
'As he grew to manhood his mind .was in 
such a condition that it was thought best 
to keep him at the infirmary. He has 
-always been contented to stay. It is 
his home, the only home he has, nud he 
loves it. 


Throughout his life he has 'helped in 


the work, at first as choir boy and then 
as hostler in the stables. Most of his 
life^has been spiint in the latter occupa- 
tionj- although in the last few years lie 
has been relieved of much of this work. 
He loves horses and loves to be about 
them.^At the infirmary everybody calls 
him "Doc." For quite a number of years 
no employe but "Dou" was allowed to 
hii^" up the superintendent's horse. He 
el:iii__cd that privilege as his exclusive 
right. 


At the Home Fifty-eight. Years; 


Another inmate who gave her C9nsent 


to be pictured by The Sentinel is Mary 
Etta Clark. She is now 75 years of age 
and has been at the infirmary in this 
county since she was 17 years of age 
now 58 years. It was with her mother 
and two sisters that she came. Their 
home had previously been at Decatur 
How'they happened to come to the in- 


lere. 
Thoso of whom mention has been 


made and whose pictures appear in this 
article will no object to their use. 


Life Not a Cheerless One. 


When one reads or hears or thinks 


about tho county poorhouse'there invar- 
iably arises in his mind the picture of 
:hc unhappy lives of the inmates there, 
the unfortunate who, without money or 
property or friends, are forced to enter 
its doors and pass ihe remaining years 
that God gives them in a lonely, mis- 
erable existence 'into which no cheer or 
sunshine and very little 
of comfort 


come. 


It is a picture that has often been 


painted in prose and poetry, and never 
perhaps, more pathetically 
or forcibly 


than by Will Carlton in his "Over the 
Hills to the Poorhouse." It is a picture 
that was probably true to life 
some 


years ago, true jjet in some places. Bu 
it is not a picture of. the lives of thi 
majority of the inmates of the Allen 
county' - poor house now, many of tin 
men and women who by force of cir 
cuinstsxnces must remain there 
unti 


they'are carried to their last resting 
place on this earth. 


It is not a cheerless, gloomy, unhappj 


life to many of them. It is not a lif 


: all clouds. It is not a life into whic 
0'sunshine or happiness coines. With 


t a doubt most of them are more coin 


ome to Allen^ in 183G and settling in 
iel River township, whtro for many 
vears he was engaged in farming. His 
leath occurred over thirty year* ago. 
Superintendent .lolfuston was preivous 
.o his taking charge of the county farm 
the trustee of his township. He has al- 
ways been active in politics and promi- 
lent in democratic township and county , 
affairs. 


Mrs. Johnston, his wife, is the matron 


at the farm. Her special department is 
the supcrintendency of the work con- 
nected with the women inmates, which 
is a very important task. In this she 
is assisted by Mrs. Minnie Rramtatnittor, 
who/has been with the instittuion for 
eleven years, and Mi?s Anna Adams, 
fho has charge-of one of the wards. 
Mrs. Johnston is the daughter of H. 0. 
Scarlett, for years one of the prominent 
farmers of Washington township. 


The salary of the county superintend- 


ent is $000 a year. His wife, the matron, 
is paid -$COO a year. In addition to this 
they are Riven residence rent and all its 
living equipments free and the board of 
themselves and children. The remunera- 
tion is fair i:i its amount, but it is not 
any more than it is worth when the 
environments surrounding their 
work 


are taken into consideration. 


In their on-cinl positions Mr. and Mrs. 


Johnston have proven moil 
efficient. 


The county never had a better infirmary 
uperintendent and matron. They havV 
he csctccm and love of all the inmates' 
if the home and are constant in looking 
.fter their comfort. The farm is splon- 
lidly managed in every respect and the 
poor of the county who make their 
ionic there find tho livini; buildintra

Wayne River Front Commission Through President Worden and Secretary Hanna 


The &-ntinel presents herewith the i 


lirst publication nf Ueorgt; K. Ke.-»lcr"s ; 
huggestion for the treatment 
of

problem at Mhe junction of the rivers I 
in the plans for the beautilication of j 
Fort Wayne. 


It is, in fact, the very heart and cen- 


ter of the vast parkway plan which the 
eminent landscape architect has designed 
for this city, and has been submitted to j 
the board iif park commissioners through j 
the 1'ort Wayne Civic Improvement a 
Kocialioii through President Charles 11. | 
Wordeu and Secretary K. !i. llaima. It 


1 
is a happy blending of river improve- 
ment, parkway, boulevard and play- 
ground that eliminates many unsightly 


. 
features now in evidence and transform* 
the junction of the rivers into a region 
of rare beauty. 


The illustration is from 
a drawing 


made by Mr. Kessier, the eminent land- 
scape architect, for the. Fort Wayne 
Civic Improvement association, and it 
reached the city yesterday, afternoon. 
Duly a few of thii civic improvement 
leaders have as yet had an ojyirlunity 
to examine it, but thus far Mr. Kcsslcr's 
solution has met with unanimous and 
unstinted approval. 


Three Rivers Park. 


Mr. Kessier has given the name Throe 


Ttivers park to the creation, evolved as 
it is from a situation surrounding the 
confluence of the St. Mary's nnd the St. 
Joseph's that form the Maumee very 
close to the Columbia avenue bridge. 
Here Mr. Kcssler has provided for the 
installation of a dam that is designed 
to raise tho level of \vntor to a height 
nf approximately sci'on feet above its 
present normal mark and to make possi- 
ble many of the other features which 
Mr. Kefsler has introduced in his plan. 
1 
This will create a considerably larger 
area, of water at the junction of tho, 
rivers and provide not only adequate 
boating but contribute in no small meas- 
ure to the general beauty of the com- 
pleted scheme. 


The design shows n change in the loca- 


tion of lower Spy Run avenue and its 
bridge to place it in lino, with La.fayett.o 
street, and with a subway benealh the 
Nickel Plate railroad tracks at 
this 


point. It contemplates the grading and 
bcautification and' parking of the present 
lowlands south of Baltcs avenue, now 


i 
the scene of inundations on tho, occa 
sional flood periods of the rivers. 
In 


stead of the present low. flat "bottom' 
lands there Mr. Kossler's design pro 
ridVs for an attractive parked area, will 
walks and trees and shrubs and grassj 
plots. hindering upon the artificial lak' 
to be created by the damming of th 
rivers, and equipped with a boa^t landin: 
to makfi boating facilities easily accessi 
blc. There is also a handsome driv 
along the west bank of the St. Josep' 
river northward, which Mr. Kessier ha 
named St. Joseph parkway, and in thi 
feature the cast side of-the St. Josep 
river is given identical treatment. 


Clay Street Extended. 


Then Clay street is extended to con 


4vcct-\\'ith Superior. The suggestion pro 
vides for the establishing of a boulevar 
along the south bank of the Maumee 
river, between the river and the Nickel 
Plate railroad, and this'Mr. Kessier has 
named Maumee parkway. It is designed 
to extend eastward, connecting the beau- 
tiful Three Rivers park with the Mau- 
mee park which is proposed in .the east- 
ern part of the city. While the Nickel 
Plate apparently runs very close to the 
river, examination has dis fosed that 
there, is ample roor» for (this parkway, 
snd the broad curve in the Maumee at 
this point was a feature that at once 
r-ppealed to Mr. Kessier when he secured 
his first glimpse of the situation months 
sgo. 
It was under somewhat similar 


.•"inditions that much of Mr. Kessler's 
most successful work in beautification 
\vas done in-Kansas City, and the. land- 
scape' architect is especially emphatic 
.•egarding the importance of this feature. 


On "the opposite bank of the Maumee 


Mr. Kessier suggests a similar parkway, 
replacing and including the present Edgc- 
ivatcr avenue. 
The plan 
contemplates 


that the city shall acquire and beautify 
01 the .property from Clay street cast 
:o the bank of the Maumee. North'of 
superior street and east of the relocated 
Spy Run avenue bridge the south bank 
of the St. Mary's is handsomelv beauti-

tied aud parked iu a movement that 
would eliminate a i-pot now most uii- 
Mglitly, and which would then conform 
harmoniously to the pretty aspect on 
the north side o! the stream iu what is 
HOW the Ualtes avenue district. 


\\"est of Spy Kuu avenue and along 


the north bank of the St. Mary's, in the 
Mvcep of the river's curie at this point, 
is designed a. triangular spot to be 
beautilicil, and in the eeuter of it will 
be placid a play ground, the north line 
of the little parked spot being oil u 
line with St. Joseph parkway, coming in 
from the east at a point that approxi- 
mates what is now lialtes avenue. The 
tract west oflhe avenue is now occu- 
pied at its eastern edge by a few res- 
idenres and the remainder of it is low 
land, which is not utilized. 


The general effect is that on cither 


side of Spy Hun avenue for the distance 
of more thai a square nurth of the Spy 
Uun avenue bridge will be a beautiful 
park, traversed by inviting walks and 
beautified by verdure, while at the east- 
ern section of it. along the artificial 
lake at tin- continence of the rivers will 
be a public pavilion, designed for park 
uses. 


Part of General Scheme. 


This suggestion by Mr. Kesbler for tho 


treatment, of the very center of the 
river .frontage situation in Fort Wayne, 
is not an isolated instance of reclama- 
tion and boaut.irieation, but is a part of 
tho harmonious plan mapped out to in- 
dude every foot of river frontage in 
I'ort Wayne. 
It is along the general 


lines provided for the treatment of the 
river banks throughout the city, but this 
work here is more elaborate from the 
Fact that topographical conditions lend 
themselves so handsomely 
and effec- 


tively to the making of this tho very 
center of the entire work. 


<Vt Tennessee avenue is shown the 


concrete bridge across the St. Joseph, . 
for which contracts have already been 
let and on which the county has begun 
work. It also, shows Tennessee avenue 
extended westward across the river as 
the connecting 
thoroughfare 'through 


which traliic between Lnkesidn and thn 
.Spy Run avenue district may pass in 
addition to the single entrance at'' pres- 
ent by way of Columbia avenue and the : 
Lakeside bridge. 


It provides pretty parkways along 


either side of the Sti Joseph's river from 
the St. Mary's northward, and upon 
either side of the ilaumee from the 
junction of the rivers to a point that 
will eventually be the eastern limits of 
the qity, connecting with the new bridge 
to be ihrdt>rn across the Maumee at 
Coombs street and the big park which' 
will he ultimately created along the 
Maumee in the extreme eastern part of* 
the city.

timistic of the civic improvement !ead-;- 
ers believes all this great work can be 
accomplished in a year, or in a few 
years. It has not been the plan to at- 
tempt anything of this sort. But it has 
been from the, first the contention of 
those'leading the movement that Fort 
| Wayne in its work of beautifieation 
ought to have some general, compre- 
hensive plan to which it can work, pro- 
ceeding only so. rapidly as circumstances 
will warrant, but with the completed 


I enterprise always in view. 


It was felt that by the preparation of 


a comprehensive plan alone could intel- 
ligent results be obtained, and to that 
end the leaders in the movement em- 
ployed the one man in America who is 
believed to be most competent to design 
and direct work of this character. 


This is Cioorgc !•". Kessier, famous all 


over America. as a landscape architect. 


Mr. Kessier has made repeated visits 


to Fort Wayne. 


He has studied the situation at closu

On one occasion Father Stnnowski was 


unable to have his passport vised by 
any Russian consul in America. He went 
to Germany without the vise and ap- 
pealed to the American' consul in Berlin, 
lie vised the passport, said Father Stan- 
owski. took a fee of $2.75 and referred 
the priest to the Russian consul, who 
said: 


"Yes, we knew you were coming and 


will let yon go into Russia, but 
the 


chances are you will never-come out". 


Father Stanowski said he found that 


the Russian spy system bad followed his 
every movement since he started from 
home, but ho again appealed to the 
American consul. 


"I can do nothing,''' was that official's 


reply. "We don't want the Chinese in 
our country and the Russians .don't want 
yon in theirs.'' 


Father Stanowski says Opolc is not 


fur from the frontier and lit believes he 
will be able to spend a few weeks at 
his mother's home, unmolested. He will 
not, however, attempt any 
extensive 


traveling in Russia.

FOUR CITIES ASPIRE 


Shavrnee, Okla., Jan. 3.—The voters of 


Oklahoma are to be given another chance 
to vote on the permanent location of the 
state capital, which, was moved from 
'Juthric to Oklahoma City in June, 1910. 


The inducement offered to the voters 


by Oklahoma City, to move the capital 
from f.uthrie, was that Oklahoma City 
would-give a free site for the eapitol j 
building and raise $2,000,000 for a eapitol' 
building. 
This promise swayed thou- 


fands of voters. 


More than a year has passed 
since 


Governor llaskcll, who directed the cam- 
paign against Guthrie, caused the great 
seal of the state to he.,carried surrepti- 
tiously to Oklahoma City1 in an automo- 
bile at night and established his execu- 
tive office in a hotel. Oklahoma City has 
not been able to -fulfill her campaign 
promises and the state is without a capi- 
tal building, the offices of thAstatc de- 
partments arc in widely scpaimed build- 
ings in different localities of Oklahoma 
City. 


One of the conditions of the removal 


contract was that Oklahoma City should 
provide a fund of nearly $80,000 for the 
payment of rent for buildings occupied 
by state officials, pending erection of 
a. eapitol building. 
Rentals 
to. the 


amount of thousands of dollars are in 
arrears, with no funds for their payment, • 
unless paid by the state. 


Cannot Raise Forfeit Bond. 


Another contract provision was that j 


Oklahoma City should give enough land ! 
—more than 600 acres—to bring $1,000,-; 
000 when sold in town lots. Tliis $1,000,- i 
000 was to ho the cost of the eapitol'. 
building, a slump of $1,000,000 from the

the $1,000,000 raised. Recently an effort j 
was made by the Tgr.ers of this '*.ond , 
to vise the $100,000 and forfeit it to the | 
stiitr, after turning over to the statc^ 
the more than (>00 acres of land, to be"" 
disposed of by the state in its own way. 
The $100,000 was not raised. 


Because of this failure on the part of 


Oklahoma City to comply with its prom- 
ises and contracts, there is much com- 


" plaint among taxpayers: tax rates are 


high in Oklahoma and there ia no in- 
clination at this time to relieve pkla- 
lioma City of her obligations. But Okla- 
homa City, because of a heavy decline in 
local realty values and a lack of in- 
vest'ys, is confessedly unable to keep 
her promises. 


Four Cities in Kace. 


To- enable 'the voters of the state to 


express their wishes as to what should 
be done about the permanent location of 
the capital, plans are under way to in- 
itiate a bill for that purpose. It is prob- 
able that there will, not be more than 
four active candidates'—Oklahoma City,

still owns the land and buildings intend- 
ed for tBc permanent eapitol and without 
cost to the taxpayers.. 


The initiation of this bill will be un- 


dertaken by a number of towns, with the 
intention of submitting it to the-people 
of the state-wide primaries in 1912.

provision forbidding the state legislature 
subsequently to make any change in the 
location of the state capital, leaving this 
important -question wholly to the direct 
vote of the people.

F. A. Bean, Bankrupt Twen- 


ty Years Ago, is Happy 


at 71 Years. 


BE&AN ANEW WHEN 50 


St. Paul, Jan. 20.—The Christmas just 


passed was the merriest in the life of 
F. A. Bean, of New Prague, Minn., presi- 
dent of the International Mills company. 
So he declare? after distributing $200,- 
000 among old-time creditors in pay- 
ment of debts contracted twenty years 
ago and long since outlawed. 


Twenty years ago Mr. Bean, then 


fiHy years old, was president of the 
Polar Star Milling company, of Fari- 
bault. 
Business reverses came and left, 


him with debts of S100.000, distributed 
throughout thn northwest- 


Despite his age he was not discour- 


aged. 
He was an experienced miller 


and, hearing that the Zimmer mill, a 
prominent one in those days, was to be. 
leased, he sought his brother-in-law, J. 
H. Mallory, a Rice county farmer, who 
let him have 31,000. With a series of 
mortgages on the mill, Mr. Bean re- 
sumed business as "J. H. Mallory." 


The business prospered, and finally 


the New Prague Milling company was 
organized and he was made its presi- 
dent. 
Gradually the concern acquired 


mills in this country and Canada, and 
then the International Mills company 
was founded, with headquarters at New 
Prague. During late years Mr. Bean's 
capital grew rapidly. 
His mills were 


extended unlimited credit, and some of 
the- creditors were none other than the 
creditors of Mr. Bean years 
before. 


They had long put, his account to the 
loss side of the ledgers and started 
anew. 


A few weeks ago F. A. Bean, seventy- 


one years old, appeared in Minneapolis. 
He had prior to this visited other cred- 
itors, and the Minneapolis creditors of 
twenty years before were settled with, 
as were those outside. The old cred- 
itors could scarcely believe it 
samp F. A. Bean.

San Antonio, Texas, Jan. 2U.—Texas is 


hit harder by the action of the British 
Kovcrinueiit in refusing to accept tenders 
by tin? AiiK'riwui packers for supplying 
the British army and navy with ninneij 
inrait.s. than any other section. Iji'cau.su 
fully 75 per cent, of the cattle used as 
fanners are produced in Texas, 


Texas produces approximately ,'!00,- 


OpO'n. your of the cattle sold as winners. 
They will average 725 pounds per head 
on the l>ouf and havo sold at an averake 
of 1} cunts a pound, or $2(1 to $i2 per 
head. 
These cattle will produce about 


113.000,000 pounds of dressed 
canning 


meat, which is denied the right In com- 
pete for business of the greatest pur- 
chaser of that class of meat products 
in thu world. 


The effect of the withdrawal of this 


market will be immediate and serious. 
If only the trade of the British govern- 
ment is lost it will amount to millions 
to the Texas cattleman annually. But 
the danger of the action of the British 
floes not end there, for it is natural to 
assume that the moral effect of the ac- 
tion will be far reaching.- If the people 
of Great Britain follow the lead of their 
government and participate in the boy- 
cott, it is felt here '•hat there is no tell- 
ing what the result will be. 


Loss of Millions. 


Even a decline of 10 cents a hundred 


on the hoof will amount to a net loss to 
the Texas cattlemen of $2,260,000 per 
annum. It is feared here that if the 
packers are unsuccessful in having' the 
order of the British government rescind- 
ed, the prices in canners will go lower. 


As the situation now is, there are prac- 


tically no packers in the United States 
not implicated in the prosecutions start- 
ed by the United States government who 
would be able to compete for the trade 
of _ the British army and navy, because 
it is not believed that others have facili- 
ties for supplying canned meats in the 
quantities required. Therefore it is prob- 
able that the trade will bj scattered to 
other countries before any steps can be 
taken to retain it here.

She claims as her share of the estate 
not less than $1,500,000 under the Tex- 
as laws of inheritance. 


She will base her contest upon the 


plea that her step-mother, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Scott, who with her 10-year-old 
son, Winfield Scott, jr., is the principal 
beneficiary, exercised an undue influ- 
ence that deprived Scott of testament- 
ary capacity. 


The value of the Scott fortune is 


placed at over $4,000,000. Its foundation | 
was laid when Scott 
came 
to Fort 


Worth from Barry, county, Mo., at the; 
age of 21, and went to work chopping 
wood. 


He could neither read or write, but 


had. an ambition to amass a fortune! 
and the courage to make any personal 
sacrifices necessary to attain his end. 


Saved Out of Wages. 


Out of his meager wages he saved 


several hundred dollars in the course 
of two years, and this, supplemented 
by $500 loaned him by his employer, 
Jesse Guinn, a former Missourian, gave 
him his start-in the cattle business. 


He soon demonstrated his ability to 


make money, and returned to Missouri 
to .marry his youthful sweetheart, a 
Miss Golley, who died a 
few 
years 


later, two weeks aft-er the birth of 
thfir only child, who 
is 
now 'Mrs. 


Tcsvnsend. 


Scott's first big cattle deal was made 


w] ,eii he and his partner drove a great 
herd to Vinita, Okla., in 1872, and sold ! 


them at a profit of $95,000, two-thirds i 
of which belonged to Scott. Both were 
unversed 
in 
mathematics, 
and 
the 


money was divided after it had been 
paid over in bills of the same denom- 
ination, 'as they sat on'the ground in! 
the Vinita cattle pens, Scott 
taking 


two-thirds and his partner one. 


Learned to Write Name. 


Scott, never went i!o school and never 


learned to-write his name-until he was 
elected president of the Colorado City 
lTex.)bank. Then the othe officers of 
the bank impressed upon him the ne- 
cessity of being able to sign his name, 
and, after much arduous effort, he was 
able to write "W. Scott." He never 
attempted to write his full first name. 


At the time of his death lie owned a 


number of big ranches, three of the 
biggest hotels in Fort Worth: a num- 
her of office buildings, was president of

T was in 1839 that George BradshMr. 
Ihe Manchester Qualcedand map en- 
graver, published the first railway 


ime table, a tiny pamphlet bound in 
green cloth, with green lettering.

'.his day the Briton speaks of such ft 
table simply as "Bradshaw." 


The success of his venture encouraged 


the Quaker to a more ambitions effort, 
and in 18JO lie brought out his "Railway 
C9iupanion," a twin volume of thirty- 
eight pages, including maps. This .was 
independent of his time table and was 
published- for eight years, when the two 
volumes were merged in the "Guide."
